We thought alſo you would have bin ſo reaſonable, as ro conſider onr condition by your own 3 For we know 
you canmor be ignorant of rhe dearth of Proviſion, both for Man and Hor'e: Can any of you Quarter himſelf and 
horſe one night in an Inne,under four or hye ſhillings ? Your own Conſciences will tell you char you cannot: How 
then can we find our ſelves Horſe, and Arms, and rovifion both for Man and Horſe, at two ſhillings a day » bane 
that we muſt of neceflity oppreis the People where we come? And this is the way ro makens a Reproach, and to 
cauſe the People generally to hate 11s : ' We therefore entrear you to conſider of theſethings, and to be more rea- 
ſonable in your A&tings towards us, which will be for your Honour and our Happineſs. 

Further, We defire thar what hath bin here declared might nor be underfiood » as if it were ovr Deſires to 
hinder or retard the Service of Ireland ; For when we ſhall ſec the Freedom and Liberty eſtabliſhed in the Na+ _ 
tion, for which we did engages and which hath bin fo ofren Promiſed in your ſeveral Remonfrances and Decla- 
rations 3 As alſo ſuch ſatisfaction for our ſelves as ſhall be reaſonable , we ſhalt! ro the utmoſt of onr Abilities 
engage our ſelves in the Service of that Land, as we have done in this. 

In the mean time, we are refolved (according to our Engagement) nor to go our of the Land » nor ſuffer our 
ſelves to be divided or disbanded, upon any preren'e wharſoever. ns
